We do not want to down- 
grade In any way Ilia medals 
won by the athletes bill oub can- 
not help comparing their results 
with those of the previous Ga- 
mes or thn recent world cham- 
pionships (which Is a universal 
practice and Is not limited to 
the Los Angeles Games alone). 

For fnalanco, Chinese weight- 
lifters won four lighter divisions 
white West Germans won 
five categories, a big achis- 
veniRdt L»y Itself, But llm 
totals compare unfavourably 
with those of Hie 1980 Olympics 
and the I9fl:i world champion- 
ship. Significantly, weightlifting 
Is perpetually progressing sport.

search on Ihe high seas, In terri- 
torial waters, straits, economic 
zones, mining ol resources In 
economic lones, and by setting 
regulations for a peaceful setile- 
monl of disputes, tho Conven- 
tion promofes stability and 
peoce on the seas and the do- 
velopmenl ol normal economic 
cooperation — something that 
would limit the freedom of 
manoeuvre lor the Reagan ad- 
ministration In Its hegomonlrilc 
policy In Ihe World Ocean. 

The ocoans have a special 
placo In Ihe plans ol the Rea- 
gan administration, which sees 
Its navel forces as a critical lool 
ol Ils foreign policy, which Is In 
fact e policy of slate terrorism, 
blackmail and military Inlimlda- 
Hon. The USA pursues this pol- 
icy only In violation of all as- 
pects ol the International law ol 
the sob — not only Ihose listed 
In tha UH Conventions but also 
In Ihe 1958 Oaneva Conventions 
to which Ihe USA Is *1111 a parly. 

Thus, In aulumn 1983 Ihe USA 


Illegally proclaimed a 50-mlte 
exclusive zone around Grenada. 
In late 1983 Ihe USA arbitrarily 
declared vail areas of the Me- 
dlierranean, dose lo Ihe Leban- 
ese shores, a zone ol dangerous 
US naval operations, unilaterally 
establishing a special regime 
violating Ireo shipping. 

An extremely dangerous as- 
pect of US stale terrorism are 
aeHons ogainst foreign ships In 
the walers close to shores of 
Nicaragua, and even Ms ports. 
The mines and oilier axploslvo 
devices planted (hero have al- 
ready blailed several ships, Ol 
course, these actions were con- 
demned by the International 
Court of Justice which demnnd- 
® , 'heir Immodlala cessation. 
Alio there have been cases of 
*™ #d * H « k j •gainst foreign 
ships bound for Nicaraguan 
por s and Illegal quesflonlng of 
captains of ships headed for Ni- 
caragua by American warships 
on Ihe high seas. 


Illegal actions leave no doubt 
that tha US administration Is di- 
rectly involved In this piracy 
and thus responsible for the 
breach of a cardinal principle el 
the International law of tho in 
—iho right to free shipping. 

While violating this principle 
off the shores of Grenade, Le- 
banon and Nicaragua, Iho White 
House haj at the same lima cy- 
nically used It to cover up Ils 
illegal claims to the Persian Gulf 
as yel another area of America's 
"vital Interests''. Scores of Amer- 
ican warships and planes are on 
constant patrol in that area. In 
contravention of the 1958 Gene- 
va Conventions and the Conven- 
tion on International Civil Avia- 
tion. tha USA has arbitrarily set 
regulations governing flights of 
foreign civil aircraft and passage 
of ships In Ihe Persian Gulf — 
regulations more restrictive than 
even those operating In the 
waters under US Jurisdiction. 

The Reagan administration's 
refusal to sign Iho UN Conven- 
tion on tho Law of tho Sea, ils 
desire to undermine and replace 
It by separate agreements, the 
violation of the Geneva and 
other conventions which tho 
USA Is a parly to, and the con- 
travention ol Ihe cardinal prin- 
ciples of the International law 
of ihe sea — all these Illegal 
actions damage the Interests of 
many countries using Interna- 
tional sea and air routes. Such 
actions create tensions and. In- 
cite conflicts.

Uruguay: CRISIS DRAWING CLOSER 


Buenos Aires. Complying with 
ilia wishes of the fiilornatlonnl 
Monetary Fund, the authorities 
in Uruguay have passed some 
economic austerity measure*, 
which have spoil out new priva- 
tion for the people. Housing 
rents have gone up nearly 3il 
per cent — and they already ac- 
count for Up to 50 per cent of 
lhe family budget . Tha organi- 
zation of Uruguayan tenant* lias 
JWlnted out that the measure has 
resulted In seven of every ten 
families being unable to pay the 
ront. 

The measure is but one aspect 
of the rising cost of living na- 


tionwide. The latest figures in- 
dicate that in late June price* 
shot up by 56 per cent over the 
same period last year while real 
earnings have declined by 15 
per cent. Over this period 
electricity bills rocketed by 
71 per cent and gas bills by 
77.B per cent, while the utilities 
cost rises have averaged ISO per 
cent. 

The cost or fuel has been 
growing fast, as prices of diesel 
Tuel and kerosene have more 
than doubled, seriously affecting 
Ihe position or small and middle 
farmers. 


WHY DOLPHINS JUMP 
OUT OF WATER? 

Many people think that 
dolphins lump out of ecstasy. 
However, zoologist Robert Blake 
of Ihe University of British Co- 
lumbia does not agree to this 
view. 

By moans of e mathematical 
model worked out by him and 
a subsequent analysts of fish 
conduct In tha water, he came 
to lhe conclusion that dolphins 
lump out of the water lo In- 
crease their speed. By lumping 
out of water a dolphin, swim-

PLAYING WITH FIRE NEAR OIL WELLS 

Using mounting Intensity in the hostilities between f ran 
and Iraq and ihe spread ol the military conflict lo lhe Per- 
sian Gull, lhe USA has been try! ng to consolidate Its posi- 
tions In Ihe Arab world, lo bolster the concern ol the Arab 
oil producers lor their fu/ure and lo lorce closer military co- 
operation on them, writes IZVBSTIA. 

Particular pressure has been mounted on Saudi Arabia, 
Kuweit, the United Arab Emirates, Qatar and Bachreln. The 
Reagan administration wants them lo take preliminary meas- 
ures in preparation lor such military cooperation using some 
elements o! the rapid deployment force. The USA would like 
the Saudis lo grant it the use ol the air base at Dachre/ne In 
the Eastern Province lor ils rapid deployment force, and lira 
use oi the chief airport in Bachreln.

SOLNTSE IN 
DAGHESTAN 
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The Institute ol High Temperatures ol Hie 
USSR Academy ol Sciences Is lo set up a scleu- 
11 lie centre, called Solutse (Sun), In Daghestan, 
Northern Caucasus, lo harness the autonomous 
republic's abundant sunshine lor domestic use. 
H will be a testing ground. Two experimental 
houses with solar heating systems, oiks designed 
by Soviet specialists and the other by their Aust- 
rian colleagues have already been ball!. 

Other houses of various designs will rise 
nlougsldo them lo help delermlne the types of 
houses In which solar energy can be otfecllvoly 
used lor heating and the supply ot hoi water. The 
Daggrazhdanproekl Institute has set up a special 
department charged with the designing ol houses 
and other buildings with solar systems throughout 
Daghestan. 

In the near luture the republic will be using 
solar energy lo promote Its economic develop- 
ment.

MDerian gas comes 
to the Urals 

A gas pipeline, UvcngolCcn- 
t re I, fs being laid on the ter- 
ritory. of the Perm Region. Steel 
pipes, almost 140 km long, will 
help' Siberian gas lo reach the 
Perm Heat Bnd Power Station 
which is going up and will be 
the biggest in the European port 
ot the USSR. 

Having crossed the Ural 
Mountains, live transcontinental 
gas pipelines have been ex- 
tended through the region. 

Gas coining from Western Si- 
beria has givon a powerful impe- 
tus to lha development of the 
power Industry in the West 
Urals. Tile biggest regional heat 
and power station (No. 9) was 
quickly switched over lo the 
new, ecologically pure fuel. 

In the past the station con- 
sumed nearly half a million 
tonnes of fuel oil every year. 
Branches fan out from the trunk- 
line towards three more Import- 
ant heating stations in the re- 
gion. This has already proved 
to be extremely economical. The 
Perm Heat and Power Station 


will he ihe rhlcl consumer ol 
the gas. Its first turbine of GUO 
mW will be put Into ope ration 
next year. 

Grapes in a desert 

The first grapes aie being 
picked in the Arkinskaya Desort 
in Kirghizia, one of tho Central 
Aslan republics of the USSR. 
Each hectare lias yielded up to 
lour tonnes. 

The grape-growing farm has 
been established on a large pla- 
teau crisscrossed by 40 kin o[ 
canals. Irrigation experts have 
prepared thousands of hectares 
of land and have laid a ramified 
network of underground irriga- 
tion Installations with mobile 
hydrants. A cascade of pumping 
stations feeds water ' from the 
Syrdarya River. 

The stale farms which are be- 
ing built In the region receive 
plots of land perfectly suitable 
for growing vegetables, fodder 
and grapes. In the near future 
Ihe area under cultivation will 
reach about 6,000 hectares. 

A grapevine nursery has been 
planted in order to supply 


saplings to the whole region. 
Many »f the grape varieties ma- 
in re one or l wo years before 
iheir usual lime in ilia mosl fav- 
ourable climatic conditions. The 
yields and quantity of the grapes 
are In no way Inferior to Hie 
finest Georgian and Moldavian 
varieties. 

Al) this will make 11 possible 
lo Increase grape output almost 
by hall In the current five-year 
plan period (1901-1985).

Two new dining halls will soon he available for foreigners 
at Hotel National in Moscow: tha Vostok (Orient) bar ami a 
Business-Saloon, Yekaterina Brcyeva, director of the Intour- 
Ist-Naltonnl hotel complex, told an MNI correspondent. The 
bar will be especially exciting with Its dark-red rugged walla 
and several mirrors framed In white carvings. In a ball where 
Uzhek cuisine testing has been arranged, wo recreated a cor- 
ner of l ho chaikhana, or a tea-house— a low tabic surrounded 
by pillows and carpets for sitting. The interior incorporates 
many works of national applied art. The tea sets are true 
marvels ornamented In blue and white. Yet, a Russian saying 
maintains that the host Is best where ihe food is best, so be- 
low Is what Erklm Yuldashev, the butler at ihe Uzbekistan 
restaurant In Tashkent, bad to say lo MNI. 

"We aro very proud of representing Uzbek cuisine In the 
Soviet capital. There are five of ui, including two cooks, true 
masters. We brought wllh us a whole rail c&t of fruits, wines 
and spices without which no Uzbek dish can be prepared. We 
offer lagraan, mash and shurpa soups — each a climax of na- 
tional culinary skill, as well as shashliks and manty meat 
dishes, and four different types of pilau. 

“One could say Uiat there are not so many dishes lo choose 
from, but each dish represents century-long culinary efforts 
of the nation. We will try to teach our Moscow colleagues lo 
cook them In 10 days, which la a difficult, though a rewarding 
task/ 1 

The first tesllng attracted 50 Americans, lha second testing 
was a real excitement for a hundred Japanese. Both groups 
said they were lucky. 

A packagB meal costs 10 convertible roubles for groups, a 
la carte dining is also available.

She loved dancing but did not even dream of 
bocomlng a professional dancer. There was no 
ballet school In Cheboksary, her native town. So 
she Joined a daaco group. This Is where she at- 
tracted the attention of teachers ot the Perm 
Ballet School. 

At ihe 1973 International Ballet Compelllloo 
Vyacheslav Gordoyev became her partner. They 
met again (wo yean lsler when Pavlova received 
Invitation to Join company ot the Bolshoi Ballet. 
By that time Vyacheslav Gordeyev had become 
a soloist. Since then they have never separated, 
not only on stage but also In family life. They 
got married In November 1075, and the wedding 
celebrations took place after one of thetr per- 
formances. The ballet they had danced tliai even- 
ing was Pavlova's Hilt role at the Bolshot The- 
atre. It was Adam's “Gtrella". 

Years have slipped by. New roles have ap- 
peared In her repertoire: "The Nutcracker 1 ', 
"The Sleeping Beauty", "Romeo and Juliet". 
"Spar lac ui”, "The Love Legend' 1 ... This debul In 
"Swan Lake 11 Is the thirteenth.
